Nobudy 
know exactly what auioniit of [uuiit Lu was 
inukinjj, uiid the Uortliaii knot was cut by 
tveryluiily nBsuiiiiii^ liimflolt 10 bo wealthy 
and livi- g accuriJint;ly. The deiiiaud fur wool 
and cupper iras unlimited at home, and lor 
breadstoQs no bad tbo run of all the eastern 
Colonies, especially Victoria. In every cnec 
the ptice wna reraunerulive, and working 
oajjitul was ciieap, ua low iinco as 7i pir 
cent., which would be tquivnleal lo eoiiie- 
tljiny like :J'o per ccdI. at tbe Biiuk of ICin;- 
land. A year uj^o uur rcver»trt befjau. A 
drought, which bad extended over three euo • 
(Jussive seaaoDa, bad rained the ^quattera iu 
the far north — not mataphorlcally ruined 
ihoin, as tho KriRllsh (armera wore by the 
rimiurpL's!, but ar).->olutol f cruahed them. A 
million und a liulf ot tlii'ep died ; he iiuturni 
incrcBso of ihruo Huaioos was lost ; the work- 
ing expenses of the runs cxhuusted all the 
epare capital ol tbe holders, and iu nine ca9t.e 
oat of tea they bare had to abandoa tbeir 
eases or to retain a merely nominal intoroBt 
In them. But the far norih waa only a pan 
of the Colony. I ho host ruoR on this siilo ol 
Mount Ktuiaikablo weic Blill retnaucralive 
aud ttio toiul produce of wool did not seem 
10 decline materially, ihough the ii.':>;inoci ol 
increaco. was in iibulf a turious misforiund. 
Tbo clip of 1865 bad just been cleared oil 
and the Becond eeries ol vool saicB were com- 
mencing in London, when Overord'j Friday 
sent your Yorkshire manulaoiuiers wool- 
fiatherioK in quite another qaartar. Fancy 
the effect lhat tho news by the i^ay mail 
wculd have oa Adelaide ! Hardly a pound 
ol wool sold, and almost every poaad drawn 
af^ainst, vrbile, to enhaoce tbe agreeablenoss 
of the delieit, (be rales of intaiest ou it were 
doubled. It was rumoured at tho lime thai 
us much a» 30 per cent, had been paid by 
many involved fquattera for temporary oc- 
commodution, and even at that it could be 
but sparingly obtained. Tlio banks hail all 
heavy risks of their own ; for under the 
names of iBortgagees and agents tbey had 
bicn a L!ad ol wholesale Eqnattcra. Tbe 
strain of keepioR tlieae heavy uccoanis in 
uiction di.-arrangod all their olbor business, 
and a cruel pro-Mure was put on the farinera, 
(uiall traders, licc , who had been lured into 
credit balances when mocpy vras plenliful.

Hut iLat un- 
lucky year IFOG fell like a cloud 011 'In,' 
bucolio paradi-:e. Tlio crop of 1805 was 
very poor, and ino faraiora by a short i-if^hied 
alarmist policy represented it ad much worse 
iliao it was. 'i'hu £aatern oolooioa naUiraily 
Biipposcd that they would have lo uupply 
tht.ir want.' claowliero, and a large lleot ol 
vessels was dispuiclied oa tho iii.Mant 10 San 
Francijco and Val|iarai^(i, where ahuiidanl 
crops were reporied, Tlu expoit dLiiiaii l 
was ttaved oil until tlio Aiuuricau sliipujunlH 
be^an to arrive ; then a rush tollowed from 
both sides, and tbe prices foil ropidly from 
60'i to little more than hall.

Dut to tho Ust the 
Soutli Australiiuis have been fr:edsiruly 
cautious, — baulvB, ineiehuiitg, farmers, and all 
of them. Tlio spuculation has been very 
sliuhlly indulged in on ualivo account ; tnoro 
lor Mulbouroe speculators, ami most uf all on 
London orders, I helioTo From tho middle of 
January there have been hnlf-a-'dozon wheat 
ships constantly nn iho berth, ard their Inad- 
int; goes on night and day, in order that the 
nrbolo fleet may got lo sea in time for reaching 
London before tbe Baltic and American spring 
trade opens. About lialf a dozen vessels bavo 
already started, oatrying over 16,000 quarters 
of wheat.

L.Tjt year the niitiro venturoi 
had t!) witii'^taQd pressuru from the b.nuk on 
one side and tlio inflncneo of a d''pre.'eed mar- 
ket nn the other.

" Many of I^ngland'a eminent men rcfuao 
lo go into tho Hotiso of I'eera.

Unco a Peor and they eoaau to be one of ilio 
poopUi. Tho uobleinun are ploinly dionfod, 
^enllernen without pictcnse, easy of uocuaa, 
i;nd uoortcous to thoaa below them, 

" Thu bnildings, of wbioh the Honao of 
Lords i'urin a part, stand on tha site of the 
royal palace of Edward the Confesaor. 
William' tbo Conqncror oiomplotod tbo ball 
of Wostmioster. Bioburd Hi raised id 



present magnificeDt roof. The Parliament 
HuQsea ore called tbe New Palaces of Weata 
inioBtor. They were commenced in 1834 
and ooniplcled in 1862. Ttio great tower ol 
Victoria waa built in seotionH, only o given 
number of fuel allowed to bo erected oi>cb 
year, to prevent settling. It is Ihe largest 
Eqonro towitr iu tku world. The buildings 
cover eight acres. There are Ave hundred 
rooms in tbe palace, looluding the gorgeous 
reaidonoe of the Speaker, and other reaid- 
onces allotted lo distioguishod individuals. 

" Among other noted places within ihe 
Parliament Houses arc I'-'o Roya Oallary 
and Stephen's Hall, the Queen's entrance 
and robing room of tbe Peers, nnd tbo cor- 
ridors leading to the Uouee ol Lords nad 
Commoos.

'' 'I ho mast exquisiio arranociiiunls lor 
comlort aro found ia those I^arliatnont 
Iloaaea. Tha library rcoms, bIx in number, 
nro apacious^aud yurgeou?. The dining 
loom lor the Ileuso of Lords and Cornmona 
in equal to euy nobleman's in the laud. Tho 
furnituro and ariaugeuients of Ihoso rooiuH 
aro provided by tho Govornment. Oak 
chtiirs covircd wiih iid leaihor, tho cruk^n 
uiiibussud on each, iudicaie thu dining room 
of tbe Peers. A ourrespoDiling room, with 
ouk chairs, covered with i reen, indicatoa tbo 
refreshrauiit room of tbo tli;nEB of Oom- 
mons. iOnch luumbor calla lor whnt ha 
wi.»hea and [ aya a specific n\m. 

"Tlio sinoking-rooui gi\ea ouo an iodciicrib- 
nblo idea ol comfort. Every fuim of scat, 
chair, sofa orlouugo that can bo conceived ia 
found tbero. Every cbair, seot, tablo acd 
bench baa o ball oonneotcd wiih it, so that 
no meniber mod ritio for anything ho may 
want, in any pos.?ihlo poailiun or ooudition. 
Into Itiis room cuuics tho Ljroat division boll 
whi.h startles all tho do7,.)rs and acada mcm- 
herB pull-mull into tho Ilouao. Each Poor 
has uu elegant room alluiiud to bim, with hia 
name over tha door, whiob :b deroted solely 
to hia comfort while he livcB. In tho vcsii- 
bulo aro hut and coat racks, with tl e iiaiuu 
ol Ouch Peur over it, ond nolhinj is omitted 
Vi^hich can Kccaro iho ceuilo.l ot Iba lo^i.'la- 
tors ol Kiiglaud. 

" Over liio whnlo bnildint; aro tinUuroncd 
in every dif^ciion Ihu royal armi", and on 
paneN there is to be placed a ooraplcte gal- 
lery ol painting, to illusirnto souio g''';'''!- 
event in I'i glijii history t.-nm tho eatlicai 
Jimcuuiil now. Many p.iiuiiiigs having bi on 
completed, an J those bhow lhat tho gofern- 
nu nl laeam ;o bu impartial in its glowing 
record. Thongh Cromwell's ailita lio in a 
dishonored gfavejusiice ia done to hia mem- 
ory in a magniQceat paintiog on tho walls of 
ono of lha lobbies. Full ju?tico is doiio to 
tbo Pil^jrims in the gorgeous painting of (bo 
embark-vlinn on bo,;rd tho May flo-.vor. Tho 
I uiiding of the Order of tho Garter by ElU 
ward 111., the Hap-.isra of St. Etlielbert, 
Prince Henry acknowledging the amliority 
of a civil judge, the life sizaalaiuei of Kings, 
QiiooDS, BBd England's eminonl etatesmea 
with tho coats of arms of all tno sovcioigiis 
doTii (0 lior .Majesty llio tiaocn, are among 
tlio ornamerila ol this truly corgcou.i I'aiaeo. 
Aiuong ihj eovoroigns in tho Houso of 
L )rds nny bo ercu n carved boat of Oroni- 
well, oiio uf England's greatest rulera. 

" lu Iho House of Lords, nn a row ol 
benches behind tho wo.-il.jeli, and bctwcon 
the mioistoiial bcnohes and Ihe ihron.', is 
the llerich of lha Riahopg. Theso geiitlomcn 
in full clerical dross, twenty-sis in naiubor, 
march in from their robing-roim and make a 
grand show as tboy enter, They are led by 
tbo Arcbbirbop of Canterbury, Iho Prima'e 
of England. He is about eighty years of 
age, bald-headed, wiih a decid.-dly red, 
ICnglish fi'.cc, halo and lioarly, and iho.^a 
who wail for his robes will wait for lioine 
liino. Ho lives at IjUuIi'-'IU I'alaco, an oid 
castellated building, which baa boenoccupiea 
hy the Kngliab PrimateB einca 1197. Within 
iis enclo.ture is tho cslebrated 'Lollard 
Towc.'-,' within whnao drenty walls many 
oi tho nob:c spirits ut England have bueii 
corfiued. A record of their wobs and sou owl' 
can be seen nn tbe windows and walla, 
lira wo with the dtamond rioga uf the sul- 
ferers 

'' Tho Bishop of London is quite an elegant 
prelate. Ilia coal black hair ia parted in the 

ceairo nnd curled. His complnoeut air iiidi- 
oiitostbat hi.i po^iiioii suits him well. Ttio 
I5i»ho;^ of lirisiol and Glouoosier if tho loader 
of llio ritnrtl mnvemoiit.
